How 
else do you explain a little one 
who runs all day long ánd still 
gains, weight on a diet of milk 


and ice chips? How do other 
kids live exclusively c on maca- 
rontand cheese? 

The professionals I have 
discussed the issue with did 
give me sore tips. 


* Don't let children fill up 
on juitk food. The easiest way 
to keep them from consuming 
chips; candy and other 

"empty" calories Is to keep 


` junk food out of your hoise. If 


it's not there, they'll have to 
choose sofnething nutritious 
or go hungry. After all, tod- 
dlers aren't big enough to ride 
their bikes to the convenience 
store for munchies. How. do 
you avold bringing junk food 
home in the first place? Shop 
for groceries without the kids. 
«Many parents who enter a gro- 
cery store determined to come 
out with fresh fruit and vege 
bles fall victim to the pressure 
ofa child whining "Me WANT!" 
and the disapproving looks 
from strangers witnessing a 
tantrum, 

* Set a good example. If the 
kids see you enjoying healthy 
snacks, they might Ay them 
too, As a benefit, you might 
improve your own health. And 
if you can't stand the thought 
of being cut off entirely from 
junk food, just don't eat it in 
front of the kids, 


* Limit fruit juice. While 
fruit julce can be good for 
kids, a little goes a long way. 
One small glass of juice per 
day is plenty fora child. 


Tn fact, studies have shown 
that kids who regularly drink 
more than four ounces of juice 
pér day are more prone to 
becoming overweight as chil- 
dren and staying overweight 
as teenagers. Fruit juice has a 
lot of natural sugar. Those 
calories,add up. It's also easy 
for small children to fill up on 
juice and lose their appetite 
for other foods. 


* Serve food warm instead 
of hot. Young children don't 
Hke their food too hot and may 
lose interest if they have to sit 
åt the table and’ wait while it 
cools. f 


* Talk to your child's pedia- 
triclan. If the child is growing 
properly and shows no sign of 
nutritional deficiency, try not 
to worry about it. 


Through trial and error, I 
found another way to get kids 
to eat: Peer pressure. Kids 
who won't try new foods at 
home will amaze their parents 
by scarfing down everything 
on the dinner table at a 
friend's house. 


* Dry conditions result in less 
phosphorus entering Lake Okeechobee 


* 


Dry conditions observed 
throughout the first quarter of 
2000 resulted in only 16 metric 
tons of phosphorus entering 
Lake Okeechobee. However, in- 
lake phosphorus concentra- 
tions increased from 144 parts 
per billion (ppb) in January.to 
175 ppb in March. The higher 
phosphorus levels in the lake 
may. have been attributed to 
sediment resuspension. 

For much of the first quarter 


‘of 2000, dry conditions. pre- 


vailed. Monthly, rainfall 
amounts for January, February 
and March were 1.16,0.34 and 
1.34 inches, respectively. 
These values were approxi- 
mately 2 inches less than the 
20-year average and one Inch 
less than recorded for the same 
period in 1999. 

The low: rainfall reported 
during the first quarter of 20007 
also resulted in low phospho- 
rus “input to the" lake. 
Phosphorus. loads to “Lake 
Okeechobee in. January, 
February and March were' 7.8, 
6.2 and 2.5 metric -tons, 
respectively. E 

Approximately 87 percent.of 
the phosphorus. load, tothe 
lake entered through the S65E 
structure at the mouth’of the 
Kissimmee River, which also 
accounted for approximately 
90 percent of the inflow vol- 
ume. The phosphorus load in 
the first quarter of 2000 was 
approximately five times lower. 
than the 20-year average for the 
same period. 

Monthly rainfall is discussed 
as area-weighted averages from 
a network of, meteorological 
stations in the Upper 
Kissimmee, Lower Kissimmee 
and Lake Okeechobee basins. 
Flows are compiled from : 
directly measured data at 26 
monitoring stations that dis- 
charge into Lake Okeechobee 
Phosphorus loads to the lake 
were calculated by multiplying 
concentration data from those 
26 monitoring stations and 
theik respective Mow data. 

Higher pho orus loads 
have typically occurred during 
wetter months (June through 
October); whife\ lower Joads. 
occur during drier months of 
the year. In 1999, June through 


‘October exhibited higher rain- 


fall than 20-year average for 
these months. As a result, both 
flows and phosphorus loads 


for these five months were 

greater than their- 20-year 

means. ` 
Howewer climatic distur- 


bunces (such as El Nino, tropi- 
cal storms and hurricanes) can 
alter this seasonal distribution 
of phosphorus to the lake 
During October 1999, 205 met- 
ric jons'of phosphorus entered 
the lake as a ‘result of : 
Hurricane Irene as well as . 
Scheduled releases of water 
from Lake Kissimmee. k

Lake Okeechobee scientists 
study submerged plant beds: 
During the past week, staff in 
the Okeechobee Department 
began two ' experiments 
designed to help us identify the 
optimal growth. requirements 
of Vallisneria (eelgrass), 

In. the fleld component of 
this research; healthy. young 
celgrass plants were collected 
from a bed. in South Bay and 
attached to plastic frames. 
Thirty of these frames, contain- 
ing a total of 720 plants, then 
were transported to various 
locations in the lake (South 
„Bay. west .of Ritta Island, 
“Turner's Cove, and Eagle Bay 
Island), where: they ' were 
secured (six per location) at the 
Sediment surface. 

Over the next two months, 
pairs of fcames will be collected 
frony each site and the size, 


shoot density, and weight of ` 


plants will be measured, and 
compared. to initial values. 
This information will ‘tell us 
whether conditions are far 
able for growth of young eéT 
grass plants in various regions 
of the lake, and could help to 
identify regions -where more 
large scale transplants have the 
greatest likelihood of success. 
Staff also began a controlled 
experiment, where young eel- 
grass plants have been, planted 
in pots of native lake sediments 
from South Bay and ‘then 
placed into a 4 ft deep tank of 
lake water from that same 
region. A grid of screens of 
varying density will create a 
range of light levels in the tank 
and over a number of weeks

(shrimpgrass). Given the size

, In 95% of the cases, a male 
friend of the child's mother, or a 
related caretaker, is responsible 
for the injuries to the child. A third 
of the victims are less than Six 
months pa when ibe pr is rn 
ognized by a medical professional. 
It is critical that these injuries are 
recognized as non-accidental, 
since failure to intervene at this 
young age will likely lead to further 
abuse and even death.

While carrying a backpack 

“might seem harmless enough, it 
cari cause some painful back and 
neck próblems for peoplé who. 
don't pack or carry backpacks 
\properly, according to the Florida 
Chiropractic Association. 

“Back pain is pervasive in our 
society,” said.FCA President Ken 
Dougherty. “Eight percent of all 
Americans will suffer from it at 
some point in their lives, and 50 
percent of us will suffer from 
lower back pain this year alone. 
Much of this suffering is brought 
on. by bad habits initiated during 
our yourfger years- such as carry- 
ing overweight backpacks to 
school.” 

A recent survey by Lands’ End 
Direct Merchants found that more 
than 96 percent of children ages 8 
to 12 will carry a backpack to 
school this year. Of those, nearly 
one-third will carry théIr back- 
pack improperly, Similarly, a 
recent stüdy conducted in Italy 
found that the average child car- 
ries a backpack that would be 
equivalent of à 39-pound back- 
pack for a 176-pound man, or a 
29-pound backpack for a 132- 
pound woman. 


What can you do? 

the FCA offers the following 
tips to parents to help prevent the ` 
needless pain that'backpack mis- 
use could cause the students’ In 
your . house hold. (And, now that 
backpacks have begun replacing. 
briefcases in the work place, you, 
too, might want to follow this 
advice]: 

Make sure your child's back- 
pack weighs no more than five to 
ten percent of his or her body 
weight. Ifthe backpack ts heavier, 
it will causé your child to bend for- 
ward in an attempt to support the 
weight on his or her back, rather 
than on the shoulders, by the 
straps. . 

The ppsition of a backpack is 
important. The backpack should 
never hang four inches below the 
waistline. A backpack that hangs 
too low increases the weight on the 
shoulders, causing your child to * 
lean forward when walking. A 
backpack with individualized 
tonipartments helps in position- 
ing the contents. 

When packing the backpack, 
make sure that bulky objects are 
packed ‘away from the area that + 
reston. your child's back, An 
uneven Surface rubbing against 
your child's back could cause 
painful blisters. 

Keep in mind’that bigger is not 
necessarily better. Parents should 
try to buy the best designed back- 
pack for the child. The more room 
there is in a backpack, the more 
the child will carry, and the heav- 
ler the backpack will be. 

It is important that your child * 
wear both shoulder straps.
